KGU in 1933. While in 1934 verified 9 S.A. stations including CX26 with 
2kW -on a DX special. They sent a Diploma. Sane year produced ty lst TA 
verie,Noriszandie & P.P. Had to wait til] 1935 to log.and Verify any TP's 
and they were 2BL-2YA-—JOIK-JOHK-JOAK. No doubt tne old ties recall the 
regular test prograrns froii LRI-LR5-LRA-LS2-L84. in 1935 which were rec 
here very well. Later yrs produced tests froin North Ireland Regional- 
P.P. Rennes in “urope for the U.S. Bureau of Standards..in Washington D.C. 
Have had good results from early evening Dxking, verifying YSS-HHK-TIPG-

250 w & W3XD5 Camden N.J. on 950 ke IKW. I also had soiie disappointuents 
during my DxXing yrs with several good forcign stations never verifing 
namely HJN & few S.As while YV6RV & EAJ7 veries were lost in the mails, 
and Copenhagen Venmark sending we their SW verie while I heard then on 
BCB. After many years trying I finally verified an Alaskan station KINY 
in Decenber 1940.
